| the bandits, all ignorant of the trap that was 
being laid for them, 


f f were proceeding deliber- 
ately with their work of robbing the banks. 
Texas Jack’s band had entered Congdon’s 
bank and with their rifles leveled at Cashier 
Ball and Teller Carpenter had ordered them 
tothrow up their hands. Then Texas Jack 
Searched them for weapons while the other 
three desperadoes kept them covered with 
their rifles. Finding them unarmed Cashier 
Ball was ordered to open the safe. The cash- 
ier explained that the safe’s door was con- 
trolled by a time lock and that it could not by 
any means short of dynamite be opened be- 
fore its time was up, which would be about 10 
0 clock, or in about twenty minutes. 

„Weill wait,” said the leader, and he sat 
down at the cashier’s desk, 

How about the money drawers?” he 
asked suddenly, and, jumping up, he walked 
around to the cages of the paying and receiv- 
ing tellers and taking the money, amounting 
in all to less than $300, dumped it into a flour 
sack with which he was supplied, anc again 
sat down while the time lock slowly ticked off 
the seconds and the hands of the clock tardily 
moved towards the hour of 10. 

Bob and Emmet Daiton in the meanwhile 
were having better luck at the First National 
Bank. When they entered the bank they 
found within Cashier Ayers, his son Albert 
Ayers, and Teller W. H, Shepherd. None of 
them was armed and with leveled revolvers 
the brother bandits easily intimidated them. 
Albert Ayers and Teller Shepherd were kept 
under the muzzles of Emmet Dalton’s revol- 
vers while Bob Dalton forced Cashier Ayers 
to strip the safe, vault, and cash drawers of 
all the money contained in them and place it 
in a sack which had been brought along for 
that purpose. 

Fired the First Shot. 

Fearing to leave them behind, lest they 
should give the ularm before the bandits 
should be able to mount their horses and 
escape, the desperadoes marched the officers 
of the bank out of the door with the intention 
of keeping them under guard while they 
made their escape. The pariy made its ap- 
pearance at the door of the bank just as Liv- 
eryman Spears and his companions of the 
Marshal's posse took their positions in the 
square. When the Dalton brothers saw the 
armed men in the square they appreciated 
their peril on the instant, and, leaving the 
bank officers on the steps of the 
bank - building, ran for their 
horses. As soon as they reached 
the sidewalk Spears’ rifle quickly came to po- 
sition. An instant later it spoke, and Bob Dal- 
ton, the notorious leader of the gang, fell in 
his tracks dead. There was not a quiver of a 
muscle after he fell. The bullet had struck 
him in the right temple and plowed through 
his brain and passed out just above the left 
eye. Emmet Dalton had the start of his 
brother, and before Spears could draw a bead 
on him he had dodged behind a corner of the 
bank and was making time in the direction of 
the alley, where the bandits had tied their 
horses, : 

The shot which dropped Bob Dalton aroused 
* Texas Jack's band in Congdon’s Bank. 
who were patiently waiting for the time-lock 
of the safe to be sprung with the hour of 10. 
Running to the windows of the bank they saw 
their leader prostrate on the ground. Raising 
their rifles to their shoulders they fired one 
volley out of the windows. Two men fell at 
the- volley. Cashier Ayers fell on the steps of 
his bank, shot through the groin. Shoemaker 
Brown of the attacking party in the square 
was shot through the body. He was quickly 
removed to his shop, but died just as he was 
carried within. 

The firing attracted the attention of Mar- 
shal Connelly, who, collecting more men for 
his posse and with the few which he had al- 
ready gathered, ran hurriedly to the scene 
of the conflict. 

After firing their volley from the windows 
of the bank the bandits, appreciating that 
their only safety lay in flight, attempted to 
escape. They ran from the door of the bank, 
firing as they fled. The Marshal’s posse in 
the square, without organization of any kind, 
tired at the fleeing bandits, each man for him- 
self. Spears’ trusty rifle spoke twice more in 
quick succession before the others of the posse 
could take aim, and Joseph Evans and Texas 
Jack fell dead, both shot through the head, 
making three dead bandits to his credit. 

In the general fusillade which followed 
Grat Dalton, one of the surviving members of 
„Texas Jack's squad, Marshal Connelly, 
George Cubine, and L. M. Baldwin, one of 
Congdon’s clerks who was out collecting 
when the attack was made, were mortally hit 
and died on the field. 

Only One Desperado Escaped. 

Allie Ogee, the only survivor of the band, 
succeeded in escaping to the alley where the 
horses were tied, and, mounting the swiftest 
horse of the lot, fled south in the direction of 
the Indian Territory. . 

Emmet Dalton, who had escaped from the 
First National Bank, had already reached the 
alley in safety, but he had some trouble in 
getting mounted, and Alhe Ogee had already 
made his escape before Emmet got 
fairly started. Several of the posse, 
anticipating that horses would be 
required were already mounted and quickly 
pursued the escaping bandits. Em met Dal- 
ton’s horse was no match for the fresher ani- 
mals of his pursuers. As his pursuers closed 
on him he turned suddenly in his saddle and 
fired upon his would-be captors. The latter 
answered with a volley and Emmet toppled 
from his horse hard hit. He was brought 
back to town and made an ante- 


mortem statement confessing to the vari- 


ous crimes committed by the gang of 
which he was a member. Allie Ogee 
had about ten minutes’ start of his pursuers 
and was mounted on a swift horse. 

Emmet Dalton is slowly dying in a room at 
the hotel here, and his death is expected at 
any moment. Indignation against the 
robbers became so intense this afternoon 
that the citizens wanted to lynch 
the dying bandit. To prevent this the Coro- 
ner gave out the statement that he was already 
dead. That allayed the excitement, and now 
the people will wait for death to do the work 
that they had planned should be done by 

law. 

Sohn 12 o’clock tonight Allie Ogee had not 
been captured. The pursuing party is still 
out and it is believed still following the

N such a short start that it is not 
believed he will be able to escape. He. how- 
is well acquainted with the wild country 
south of here in the Indian Territory, where 
the bandits had their headquarters. It may 
be that he can thus elude the pursuers. 

They Wish to Find the Treasure.

After the battle was over search was made 
for the money which the bandits had secured 
from the two banks. It was found in the 
sacks where it had been placed by the robbers. 
One sack was found under the body of Bob 
Dalton, who had tallen dead upon it while he 
was escaping from the First National Bank. 
The other was found tightly clinched in Texas 
Jack's hand. The money was restored to its 
rightful owners. 4 

The bodies of those of the attacking yarty 
who were killed were removed to their re- 
spective homes, while the bodies gf the dead 
bandits were allowed to remain where they 
had failen until the arrival of the Coroner 
from Independence, who ordered them re- 
moved to the court-house. There he held an 
inquest, the jury returning a verdict in accord- 
ance with the facts. The inquest over the 
bodies of the dead citizens will be postponed 
until the result of the pursuit of Allie Ogee is 
known. 

During the time the bodies remained in the 
square they were viewed by hundreds of the 
people of this ard surrounding towns, who, 
having heard of the tragedy, came in swarms 
to inspect the scene. The excitement was of 
the most intense character, and the fate of 
Allie Ogee, should he be captured, was deter- 
mined by universal consent. He will be 
hanged by the people. 

The other topics which attracted universal 
comment were the fulfillment of the prophecy 
that the Daltons would die with their bouts 
on.“ the peculiar fate which had decreed that 
they should die by the hands of their old 
friends in the vicinity of their place of birth, 
and the excellent marksmanship of Livery- 
man Spears, who, with three shots, sent death 
to as many bandits. When it became 
whispered about that the Daltons were com- 
ing Spears took his rifle from a peg on which 
it had rested for two years. He fixed it up 
and announced that he would make it warm 
for any outlaw that tried to come into his 
place. Today he did his share of the work of 
breaking up the gang. 

Dalton Wanted Alcohol. 

The suspicion that the Daitons were about 
to make a raid on the city was aroused a short 
time ago when Frank Benson, a druggist, was 
awakened at midnight. by a knock at his door. 
He responded and found Bob Dalton standing 
on the porch, gun in hand. He told Benson 
that he wanted a gallon of alcohol, and he 
wanted it in a hurry. Down in the neighbor- 
hood of the Territory alcohol is used as a 
beverage with sugar ani water in pref- 
Benson told Dalton 
that he did not keé@p alcohol, but if he 
would go to Rummel Bros. he would 
get what he wanted. Dalton growled his 
displeasure and withdrew, saying that Coffey- 
ville would Hear from the boys one of 
these days. The same night he presented 
himself armed at the home of Frank Kummel 
and asked for alcohel. Here his want was 
supplied. For several days after this occur- 
rence neither Rummel nor Benson told of the 
midnight visit, fearing the vengeance of the 
gang. They finally whispered it about town, 
however, and guns and pistols were gotten 
out by everybody, cleaned: up and carefully 
reloaded for a reception to their old fellow 
townsinen. 

The news of the tragedy. was telegraphed to 
Parsons shortly after 10 o’clock, and General 
Superintendent Frey of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas railroad, with his special car, in 
which were thirty or forty citizens armed with 
rifles and shotguns, came to Coffeyville to as- 
sist in running the desperadoes to bay. They 
found on their arrival here that there was but 
little work for them to do, as the plucky in- 
habitants at Coffeyville had wound up the 
career Of the desperadoes. 

Rewards for the capture of the Daltons or 
the delivery of their bodies to officers of the 
law are standing to the amount of $12,000 of- 
fered by the Southern Pacific, the Missouri 
Pacific, the Frisco, the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas, and the Santa Fé railroads. If these 


rewards are collected it is hoped they will be 


turned over to the families of the citizens who 
lost their lives in today’s battle. 


EMMET DALTON’S STATEMENT. 


He Gives the Details of the Plans of the 
Robbery and the March on the Town. 
Corrryviti®, Kass., Oct. 5.— [Special.] — 

Emmet Dalton made the following ante-mor- 
tem statement tonight: Oct. 1. 1892, I met 
the boys south of Tulsa and they asked me 
now much money I had. I told them about 
$20. Iasked them how much they had and 
they said about $300, I asked them what they 
were going to do with it. They said that 
this town had been trying to 
capture them. I said that was a lie, 
for we used to have lots of friends here. Bob 
said he could discount the James boys’ work 
and go up and rob both Coffeyville banks -ia 
one day. I told them that I did not want any 
of it at all. He said I had better go along 
and help and get some of the money and 
leave the country; that if I staid around here 
I was sure to get caught or killed by myself. 
The morning of Oct. 3 we saddled up 
north of Tulsa, in the Osage Nation, and 
rode twenty miles toward Coffeyville and 
talked the matter over. I went out 
of love for my brothers, for I knew that the 
authorities would get after me anyhow and I 
would have no money to get-out of the coun- 
try. We camped at the head of Hickory 
Creek at Limber Hill, about twelve miles 
from Coffeyville, the night of Oct. 4. That 
night we saddled up and rode to the bottoms 
of Onion Creek on the Davis farm, and this 
morning we fed our horses some corn. I asked 
the boys if they were coming up here. They 
said that they were, and I said that it would 
not be treating you right, as you had always 
befriended us. I asked them how they were 
going to do the business. Bob said we would 
ride in about half-past 9 in the morning. He 
said there would not be many people in town 
so early and not many to hold up. He 
said he wanted me along because I was quick 
on foot. He said that [ would go to the 
First National and let the boys go to Cong- 
don’s. He said we would ride.in and hitch at 
the old Congdon Building. Péople would not 
see us until we got right into the banks. All 
five horses belonged to Bob. I am a full cou- 
sin to Bob and Cole Younger. My mother 
was a sister of Cole Younger’s father.“ 

He confessed that the gang was responsible 
for the Red Rock, Wharton, and other train 
robberies in the Indian Territory which had 
been credited to them. The story of a 
hidden treasure he said was nonsense. 
If there had been a hidden treasure,” he 
said, we would all have been alive today. It 
was because we were all ‘broke’ that we 
planned the Coffeyville raid. We were being 
hard pressed by the officers down in the Ter- 
ritory when Bob decided that we would na ve 
to get out of the country. 


NEWS OF THEIR FATHER’S DEATH. 


Two Children of the Dead Marshal Were 


Enjoying Themselves in Kansas City. 

Kansas Crrr. Mo., Oct. 5.— [Special.] — There 
are two sad spirits in this city tonight. Charles 
A. Connelly, the only son of Marshal C. T. Con- 
nelly of Coffeyville, killed today by the Dal. 
tons, arrived in town this morumg, aceom- 
panied by his sister Grace. They came to 
Kansas City to attend the fair, and were in the 
Exposition Building when a telegram was 
handed the eon apprising him of his fathér’s 
death. The daughter was prostrated and was 
carried to the St. James Hotel in a carriage, 
where friends cared for her. Though greatly 
shocked the son bore up bravely 
and told of his father and the plans which he 
had mapped out. . 

“TI left Coffeyville last night,” said he. 
“‘ With my sister I reached here this morning, 
and was attending the fair when I received 
news of the Daltons’ raid. My father had 
been Marshal of Cofteyville about five months. 
Last spring he was selected by the law and or-

‘THEIR CAREER OF CRIME. 


The Daltons Were Related to the James 
Boys and Followed Their Example. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Oet. 5.—[{Special.]— 
There were four Dalton boye—Robert, Emmet, 
George, and Frank—an@ three girls. George 
is now a moderate farmer in Southwestern 
Kansas. He is respected by his neighbors as 
an industrious, law-abiding citizen. All the 
boys were born and raised in Kansas. Their 
parents were respected for their honesty, char- 
itable deeds, and other good qualities. 

Bob and Frank frst began their deeds of 
outlawry by stealing cattle in the Indian Ter- 
ritory and selling them to herders in Color- 
ado. They continued im this business for sev- 
eral years until it got so warm for them they 
were compelled to flee, This seemed to be 
the turning point in the lives of the boys, and 
since that time there has been no crime 
too daring fer them to commit. 
The first heard of the. boys after 
leaving their Kansas home was in 
California, where they weré accused of rob- 


murdering several peoples They continued 
their desperado life im California for two 
years until one of the boys was captured for a 
murder committed in a stage coach affair, 
and after a desperate fight with the courts of 
the Golden State narfowly escaping the 
halter. 

The boys left the State about the time of 
the opening of Oklahoma in 1889, and since 
that time their. deeds of outlawry in the 
Indian Territory have equaled if not sur- 
passed the famous James and Younger boys. 

They were driven from California and the 
pursuit was kept up over 4,000 miles of plain 
and mountain. They finally disappeared in 
the sagebrush of the Soushwest. 

After their return to Oklahoma from Cali- 
fornia the boys came and went as they pleased, 
being seen and 5 at nearly every 
town in the Territory b nds and acquaint- 
ances. At one time, w in Kingfisher bny- 
ing some supplies for mother, Bob was 
recypgnized by a pro nt United States 
Marshal, and conversed with the officer for 
more than an hour. 

Saluted the Governor. 

It is said that Bob 
actually saluted Gov. on the street and 
afterwards joked about it while relating it to 
a crowd of friends in a neighboring saloon. 
The mother of the boys, accompanied. by 
George, entered Oklahoma at the time of the 
opening and located a claim about three miles 
southeast of Kingfisher. George assisted his 
mother, now widowed, in proving up her 
claim and then he returned to his ranch 
in Kansas. The fact that the wother 
lives alone on her claim gives rise to the many 
essertions that it was done for the purpose of 
giving the robbers an opportunity for a fest 
when hard pressed, or making a long ride, or 
waiting for recruits and the proper time to 
commit a robbery, as was the case in the El 
Reno bank affair, when they were notified at 
the homestead by confederates. 

The Daltons were second cousins to the 
James boys, and distantly related to the 
Youngers, who are now in the Minnesota Pen- 
itentiary for the Northfield bank robbery, 

It is claimed by the friends of the boys that 
they acquired a desire for a desperado’s life 
from a knowledge of the many daring deeds 
of their relatives. 

The first real attempt at train robbery by 
the Daltons in the Indian Territory was at 
the little way station of Wharton, about two 
years ago, on the Santa Fé road. The boys 
had received the information from some of 
their confederates that a large sum of money 
was being shipped to Fort Reno for the pur- 
pose of paying off the troops at that 
post. The band appeared at Wharton, and 
waited around in the vicinity several days. 
The night the treasure train was to pass the 
robbers appeared at the ratlroad station, and 
asked the operator if the train was on time. 
He said he would ask. As he put his hand out 
to touch his instrument one of the gang, fear- 
ing they had been. recognized and that the 
operator would notify the train men, 
promptly shot him. Ine bandits 
then left the place and abandoned 
the attempt to steal the Fort Reno money. 
Several months after thia the Daltons stopped 
a train at a point only afew miles from Whar- 
ton. They secured a large sum of money. 

Marshal and Prisoner Killed. 

Although a posse of morethan 100 Deputy 
Marshals and cowboys participated in the 
race to capture the bandits, they all escaped 
except a man named Bryant, who was arrest- 
ed on the Rock Island road Aug. 28, 1891, by 
Deputy United States Marshal Ed Shortt. 
The Marshal put irons on his prisoner, 
and, placing him in a baggage car, 
laid his revolvers on some boxes that were 
standing in the corner of the car, but he kept 


way station, the Marshal, fearing that some of 
the Dalton gang would undertake to release 
the prisoner, lefi the baggage-room, request- 
ing the baggageman to keepan eye on the pris- 
oner. The Marshal stood on the platform 
with the door of the baggage car closed. The 
prisoner, although handcuffed, secured 
a revolver and holding it in both 
hands told the daggageman that a word 
from him would be the signal to forfeit his 
life. As Shortt opened the car door to return 
the handcuffed bandit fired into the Marshal’s 
body. Shortt fell to the floor, but turning 
over raised his rifle and as the death ratt le 
sounded in his throat ended the life of the des- 
perado. 

At Adair, in the eastern part of the Indian 
Territory, the gang robbed a Missouri Pacific 
train of $50,000 last summer. The express 
car was guarded by several men and in the 
fight that ensued two physicians who were on 
the train were killed. Before the excitement 
of the robbery had died out the robbers ap- 
peared in El Reno one morning and when the 
streets were crowded with people and teams 
entered the leading -bank of the city. The 
only person in the bank at the time was the 
wife of the President, who fainted at the first 
sight of the revolvers.

As soon as Dalton 
arrived, however, he began to make himself 
prominent, loudly asserting that if there was 
any liquor sold in camp he would arrest some- 
body or somebody would get killed. He at- 
tracted acrowd about him on this occasion, 
and finally got into a quarrel and started to 
draw a revolver, but dropped it back into his 
holster when he recognized four men with 
whom he had quarreled all armed with rifles. 

Bob Dalton was young aud handsome, given 
‘to big boots and revolvers prominently dis- 


played. He was a man of some education and

Even while Bob still held his commission 
stories about the Daltou boys began to be cir- 
culated, and not long after the opening of the 
Territory they branched out as full-fledged 
train robbers. Since then, by close attention 
to business, they had built up a reputation 
second only to that of Frank and Jesse James. 


Protected by Their Mother. 

The mother seems to have been a second 
Mrs. Samuels, and although the boys were 
known to often visit her her friends claim no 
one was ever able to get any information 
from her that would lead to their capture. or 
to ever find out when they were on the farm. 

The boys drew other rough men about them 
and their party soon became the “ Dalton 
gang. The men were all well acquainted 
with the country. They -had many friends 
among both white and Indians and though 
the country has been scoured for them time 
and again no one was ever able to find the 
bold robbers. : 

Every train robbery and bank robbery or 
almost any kind of crime that has happened 
in the Southwest during the last two or three 
years has been attributed to the Dalton gang. 
The gang was not responsible for them all, 
however, but had a long series of successful 
exploits to ita discredit. It was a paying 
business for them, as altogether they secured 
about $300,000, 


KNOWN IN CALIFORNIA, 


One of the Gang Convicted, but He Man- 
aged to Escape from Jail. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Oct. 5.—The Dalton 
gang, which were exterminated today, were 
only too well known in California. William 
Dalton lived five years near Livingston, Mer- 
ced County, where he married the daugh- 
ter of a farmer. He was frequently visited by 
his brothers, Grattan, Robert, and Emmet. 
Grattan Dalton first became notorious by 
his connection with the robbery of a train at 
Alila Jan. 6, 1891. William Dalton was ar- 
rested in conngction with the crime and taken 
to Visalia, where information was received 
leading to the arrest of Grattan Dalton a few 
days later. The Daltons were tried at Visalia 
and Grattan was found guilty. During the 
trial Grattan attempted to shift the respon- 
sibility of the affair upon his brothers Robert 
and Emmet. He was taken to jail to await 
sentence and afterward escaped. By 
some means he became possessed of 
keys of the prison kitchen and 
cell doors, and between 9 and 10 o’clock the 
night of Sept. 27, 1891, he unlocked the door 
of his cell and passing through the kitchen 
unobserved secreted himself in the storerooin. 
He was accompanied by two other despera- 
does. The three broke the lock on the window 
of the storeroom and passed out into the 
almost deserted streét. Then they stole a 
horse and wagon and made an easy escape. 
The Southern Pacific company offered $3,000 
for Dalton’s capture and strenuous efforts 
were made to secure him dead or alive, but 
without success. 


BOLD MISSISSIPPI DESPERADOES, 


They Commit Several Murders and Rob- 
beries—Four Are Captured. 0 
JAcksox, Miss., Oct. 5.—[ Special. — Within 
the last two weeks’ a dozen or more bold rob. 
beries have occurred in this vicinity, but until 
last night no murder was done. Six negroes 
walked into the store of Ben Wilkins, near 
Terry, last night, and at the pistol point com- 
pelled him to give up about $400. After beat- 
ing him severely they went to Joe Davis’ 
house and called hun out, mddling him with 
bullets. They also shot a negro man working 


for him and robbed Davis of several hundred 
dollars. The desperadoes stole four horses and 


| escaped. The people of the vicinity turned 


out and today captured four of the robbers. 
A week ago McCarty’s store at Fannin was 
robbed, the clerks being badly used. The 
thieves were captured here and returned to 
Fannin’ for trial. They confessed the crime, 
and while they were being taken to jail at 
Brandon last night they were taken from the 
Sheriff in Petahatchie Swamp and hung to 
trees on the roadside. Both were negroes. 


Four Highwaymen in St. Louis, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 5.—A street car was 
entered at Seventh street in the heart of the 
city last night by four negroes. One high- 
waymen placed a revolver to the driver’s 
head and the others went to the rear, and, 
with pointed revolvers, ordered the conductor 
to turn over what money he had. ‘The car 
was crowded with passengers, who rushed for 
the door. The street was crowded with 
persons. returning home after the veiled 
prophet’s parade. Iwo policemen, standing a 
half block distant, rushed to the car. The 
robbers fied, and a chase followed. One of 
the negroes was captured. He gave the name 
of John Johnson. The other men mingled in 
the crowd and escaped.

AMBROSE c. TRAVIS ACCUSED OF BIGAMY. 


Well Known Man-About-Town in New 
Tork Held in Heavy Bonds. 
New Yorx, Oct, 6.—[Special.]|—Ambrose 


C. Travis, who has long been known asa man- 


about-town, and who is now 35 years old, was 
arraigned in Jefferson Market Police Court 
today on a charge of bigamy. Travis is con- 
nected with several of the most prominent 
families in this city and on Long Island. He 
has no occupation, possessing property 
which he derives an income of 


$10,000 a year. The complainant was his first 


wife, Mary A. Travis. She was accompavied. 


by Charles A. Hess, as counsel, and by ex- 
Congressman Henry L. r whose pretty 
19-year-old daughter, Sophie, Travis is allege 
to have married while still the husband of his 
first wife. complainant said she met 
Travis seven years ago in Schenectady, N. 
V., where she was li with her parents. 
She was then Miss Mary A. Van Epps, and 
was 20 years old. She was married to him 
Sept. 26, 1885. She lived with him two years, 
but his conduct finally forced her to leave 
him and return to her parents. She has re- 
ceived no support from him since then, but 
she has 1— 8 that he hved in Brooklyn 
as the reputed husband of Ella Ramsey, 
whom it was said he married under the repre- 
sentation that his first wife was dead. He 
afterwards lived in this city with Lillian Hap- 
lin. Travis, it also appeared, met ex Congress- 
man Sayles’ daughter Sophie at her father’s 
house at Babylon, L. I., and induced her 0 
accompany him to Hampton, L. I., where 
they were quietly married. Without making 
their marriage public Sophie Sayles returned 
to her father’s home, She saw no more of 
Travis, and at last confided her secret to her 
father, who instituted a search for his son-in- 
law. He learned of the existence of Travis’ 
first wife and heard herstory. Travis was ar- 
rested in front of the Fifth Avenue Hotel and 
held in $10,000 bonds. 

Woman Charged with Smuggling Pictures. 

Eighty-two paintings, valued at $119,000, 
which a woman had smuggled into this port 
were seized today by Special Treasury Inspec- 
tor Traitteur. valuable find is under lock 
and key in the gallery of an up-town art 
dealer. The female smuggler, whose name 
the custom-house people refuse to tell, is the 
divorced wife of a well-known New York man- 
ufacturer, and it is said for some time has been 
systematically engaged in smuggling valuable 
pictures and works of art. It seems she re- 
ceived a consignment of 106 paintings from 
an art dealer in Napies, Italy, three months 
ago and got them through the. custom-house 
free of duty by making oath that they were 
ornamental household goods that had been in 
use by her in Eugope for more than a year; 
that they were not intended for sale, Under 
the law there is no way to prevent the free im- 
portation of the pictures. Col. Traitteur 
found that the woman soon had printed and 
privately distributed a catalogue of the 
pictures, which were offered for Baie. 
Investigations in Europe. showed that 
the paintings were not her household 
effects. Of the pictures twenty-four had been 
sold and distributed before the customs offi- 
cers had obtained sufficient evidence to war- 
rant the seizure which was made today. Of 
the remaining eighty-three pictures sixty-nine 
are antiques and very valuable. Three of 
them are said to be by Leonardo da Vinci. 
One representing Christ carrying the cross is 
put down on the catalogue for sale at $5,000. 
Two others are attributed to Rubens.

WILL RECOMMEND POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 


Time for One-Cent Postage Has Not Ar- 
rived—Lake-Front Suit. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 5.— [Special. — 
Post master-General Wanamaker’s forthcom- 
ing report to Congress is being looked forward 
to with great interest by the telegraph and ex- 
press companies. The report will recom- 
mend in strong terms a. postal telegraph, but 
Mr. Wanamaker does not believe a parcel post 
is feasibie at this time. He does not think 
well, either, of the proposition to operate a 
pneumatic tube mail service between neigh- 
boring cities. The Postmaster-General does 
not believe the time has yet arrived for a re- 
duction of letter postage to one cent. He will 
say in his report such a reduction 
would entail an annual loss of from $20,- 
000,000 to $25,000,000. In this connection 
he will call attention to the amount of matter 
carried by the postal service free for the gov- 
ernment and the loss of $12,000,000 or $14,000,- 
000 annually on the newspaper mail. He will 
report satisfactory experiments with the coun- 
try free delivery and house-to-house collec- 
tions and will recommend their extension. 
He will say the adoption of the postal tele- 
graph and telephone service is only a question 
of time, and he believes the government could 
afford to give the people 10-cent telegrams 
and three-cent telephune messages.

MAKES A GREAT SPEECH. > 


In His Characteristic Cyclonic Manner He 
Scores Democratic Principles and Ut- 
terances on the Questions of the Day— 
A Review of the Financial Systems and 
the Fallacy of the State Bank Flan— 
Shows the False Position on Protection 
and Lauds the McKinley Law. 

Srzruina, III., Oct. 5.— Special. -The old 
time campaign speech, spiced with pepper and 
vinegar and bristling with naked facts, is the 
sort of speech which Joseph B. Foraker made 
to the Republicans and others of Sterling this 
afternoon in Central Park. It was a splendid 
day in autumn; the air was mixed with sun- 
shine and frost and people were in good form. 
The ex-Governor came from Chicago on 8 
special accompanied by T. A. Galt and L. E. 
Brookfield, President of the Young Men's Re- 
publican club of Sterling, and others, The 
uniformed clubs with music had been march- 
ing for an hour and the citizens had gathered 
in the park, and when the orator arrived he 
was greeted with a welcome from several 
thousand people. The rail in front of the 
stand was covered with tin made in Indians 
aud sent here for this occasion. 

President Brookfield of the Youog Men’s 
club introduced the speaker. Behind him 
sat mony promment men of this town and 
Rock Fails and several venerable fathers who 
had come away from the Methodist confer- 
ence in session here to listen. The ex-Gov- 
ernor beamed with satisfaction. He began by 
saying he was an American citizen, a believer 
in American patriotism, in American indus- 
try, and in American tin—and he hit the tin in 
front of him with a bang. He wanted to see 
these industries vindicated by the election of a 
man to the Presidency wuo was not a copper- 
head, who did not hire a substitute, and who 
did pot go fishing on Memorial day. 

He spoke in behalf of Gov. Fifer and Con- 
* Henderson. He knew Fifer when 

e was at the front, when he had copperheads 
back of him and rebels in front of him, 

who talked to the people and did not sneak

Opens with the Financial Question, 


He said the Democrats were making their 
speeches on the force bill and the tariff. He 
came to talk about one matter which they 
dodged, the proposed return by Democrats to 
the old shinplaster money, known to many as 
wildcat and red-dog currency. He reviewed 
the history of the country from the time of 
Buchanan to the presenton money questions 
and other issues, showing how the wildcat sys- 
tem and State sovereignty had deen 
overthrowh.

A NUMBER OF YOUNG DEMOORATS 
- WILL VOTE FOR HIM. 


Large Attendance of Business-Men at Yes- 
terday’s Meeting of the Commercial and 
Traveling Men's Club—Addressed by 
George 8.

Speech of George S. Willits. 

George S. Willits was introduced by Presi- 
dent Poweil. 

Lawyers.“ said he, like traveling-men, 

uire lots of cheek. I’ve seen lawyers who 
didn’t know when they were sat down upon 
by a Judge. If George S. Willits hadn’t de- 
termined to be a lawyer he would have made 
one of us boys.“ After a few congratulatory 
remarks regarding the success of the club Mr. 
Willits continued: 

It seems to me that the present campaign pre- 
sents a crisis to the American people. Every man 
should say to himself: What is the best for me; 
what is best for my family; what is best for my 
country?

In 
the same connection Engineer Williams sent 
in a communication to the effect that it was 
impossible for his department todo its work 
on a strict enforcement of the eight hour day.

LEASE OF WABASH AVENUE PROPERTY. 


It Will Necessitate New Ideas Regarding

FIFER TO VETERANS. 


BIG REOEPTION TO THE GOVERNOR 
AT THE MAOOMB REUNION. 


The Military Tract Reunion the Occasion 
for a Demonstration of Affection for 
Their Comrade by the Old Soldiers—He 
Pays a Tribute to Their Bravery—Will- 
iam E. Mason Speaks to a Large Audi- 
ence at Belvidere—Judge Altgeld’s Re- 
ception at Havana—Other Meetings. 

Macoms, III., Oct. 8.— [Special.] — There 
was no indication today that the ranks of the 

Grand Army of veteran soldiers are thinning 

out. In fact, in point of numbers and enthu- 

siasm the firstday of the eighth annual re- 
union is the greatest day in the history of the 

Military Tract Association. The officers ad- 

vertised “ Private Joe Fifer for an attrac- 

tion, and they kept their promise and the vet- 
erans kept their pledge to make it the great- 
est day in Macomb’s history. Gov. Fifer ar- 
rived by the Burlington at noon, and the vet- 
erans crowded around the cars so that he 
could not reach the platform. They cheered 
and waved their arms and blew horns and 
piled on top of each other’s shoulders. They 
grasped him around the body and lifted his 
slender body above the heads of ‘the crowd. 

Then there was more cheering. 

Another regiment barred the way to the 


carriage until Commander Snyder peremp-. 


torily ordered them to desist and permit the 
guest of the day to resume his dignity and 
legs. They parted ranks for a moment and 
the opportunity was improved to hoist the 
Chief Executive into his carriage, and then 
they swarmed around it and shook his hand 
and patted him on the back and shouted his 
name in terms of endearment. It was a re- 
markable scene and made a deep impression 
upon the Governor. He was escorted to the 
hotel by a long line of men in blue uniform 
and brass buttons, and a short reception was 
held. Then Representative Velasco Chandler 
took him to the quiet of his home, where the 
Governor din ä 

In the afternoon there was a procession to 
the fair grounds, where the veterans had 
prepared a royal wel- 
come to the men of the early 60s and their 
friends, The large amphitheater was flanked 
by annexes and protected in the rear by tiers 
of seats. The seating capacity was only 
5,000, out the aisles were full and men 
hung onto the edges of the raili by their 
legs and elbows. When Gov. Fifer, Col. 
Thomas Hamer, and their escort appeared 
there was a demonstration that warmed the 
blood. Gov. Fifer’s sunburned face assumed 
a rosier hue and his dark eyes sparkled as he 
turned from one side to the other, hat in hand, 
and bowed his acknowledgment. _ 

Judge L. Y. Sherman of Macomb delivered 
an eloquent address of welcome, which was as 
happily responded to by Commander John M. 
Snyder of Canton. Then the orator of the 
day was presented. His old comrades refused 
to listen to the few introductory remarks of 
Commander Snyder, but interrupted him with 
a perfect storm of cheers and applause. The 
Governor spoke of the fertility of the soil in 
the military tract, of the intelligent and ener- 
getic population, of Secretary of State Pear- 
son, who lives in Macomb and who received a 
flattering testimonial from his old oeigh>dors 
when he appeared on the stand. 

Gov. Fifer paid a glowing tribute to the 
wives and mothers who remainea at home 
and with courage and fortitude equaling that 
of the soldier who faced cannon and muskets 
waited and watched for the soldier that never 
returned. He belonged to only two secret 
societies, he said, Grand Army and the 
Knights of Pythias, aud he was proud of both. 
He entreated his comrades to keep the camp- 
fire bright, for in the nature of things it 
couldn’t last long. An eloqnent reference to 
the bravery of the Southerners was received 
with especial marks of approval. 


MASON HAS A LARGE AUDIENCE, 


The Ex-Congressman Makes a Telling 
Speech at Belvidere—Other Meetings. 
Bertvipers, III., Oct. 5.—[Special. }—Will- 
iam E. Mason of Chicago this evening ad- 
dressed the largest and most enthusiastic

form says that protection is ‘‘ unconstitution- 
aland a robbery,” and the sooner a policy 
which is open to those grave objections is 
done away with the better. The whole rob- 
ber system“ should be swept way at once.

Some of the leading Democrats, like Mr.

It is better that free trade should come in 
1893 if it is to come at all in this generation. 
The worst possible thing is what Mr. Watterson 
calls a gradual approach to such a consum- 
mation.“ The “* gradual approach”’ business 
was tried faithfully between 1833 and 1842. 
By that compromise tariff of 1833, by 
which the South Carolina Nullifiers got sub- 
stantially what they were contending for, it 
was provided that the duties, some of them 
over 100 per cent, should be cut down year by 
year, until they were razeed to 30 per cent 
by 1842. This cutting off the dog’s tail 
by inches was disastrous for manufacturers 
and merchants, as they continually sold on a 
falling market. Prices of goods were steadily 
going down. Every one looked for them to 
fall still lower, and therefore limited his con- 
sumption as much as possible. Those nine 
years were years of intolerable hard times and 
wretchedness. It would have been far better 


to take the plunge at once into free trade than 


to procrastinate it in that way.

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GREAT COMMERCIAL ACTIVITY. 

The movement of Western produce to mark- 
et is considerably smaller than that of a year 
ago on account of a lighter harvest. Then 
we had superabundant crops and were able 
to ship much more than the average of foriner 
years. At the same time there was an unusual 
deficit of breadstuffs in Europe, which result- 
ed in a large increase in the foreign demand 
for our produce. The movement now is 
small only by comparison with that phenom- 
enal outflow, so that there is nothing to be 
complained of except the fact that prices are 
low for all the cereals other than corn. But 
this lighter movement is accompanied by a 
more active commercial trade as between the 
cities and the country than was reported 
twelve months ago. The realization of lower 
prices on each unit of a smaller quantity to 
be sold does aot account for the conditions. 
The matter is explained by the New York 
Bulletin, which says the active purchasing of 
goods is a consequence of the prosperous sell- 
ing of produce last year, not now. When 


by the farmers are delayed by the unusual 
pressure of work in harvesting and housing 
the grain. Then the preparations for the next 
crop take more time, and of the products first 
sold the proceeds often go mainly to liquida- 
tion of local or other Western indebtedness. 
Thus some months may elapse before the 
farmers’ purchases increase in correspondence 
with the augmentation of their resources, and 
after they have begun to buy actively the 
merchants in the interior occupy further time 
in working off the stocks previously laid iu, 
before they become really active in laying in 
fresh supplies. 

The liquidation of indebtedness and then 
the clearing away of old stocks of goods were 
phases which preceded a really urgent buying 
by country merchants, and this was held 
somewhat in check by doubts in regard to the 
outcome of the harvests of 1892, the season 
being a late one because of the heavy rains of 
the spring and early summer. But the de- 
mand has now fairly set in and is being 
pushed and swelled as Western dealers dis- 
cover that the demand by customers is greater 
than they had expected. It is reported 
that many woolen and _ worsted, cot- 
ton and silk mills, boot ana shoe 
and rubber shops are crowded to their 
utmost, and yet cannot keep up with their 
orders, and the consumption of material 
in those industries 1s unprecedented.” The 
fact of this increased movement of goods to 
the interior is clearly indicated by good rail- 
road earnings in spite of a decrease in the 
transportation of grain. And it helps to ex- 
plain the relatively small demand from the 
West for money with which to move the 
crops, making the money market about the 
easiest that was ever experienced in the 
months of September and October. At the 
same time it explains the unprecedented de- 
mand for Eastern manufactured products and 
for sugar and some other articles that are im- 
ported.

it has long since passed into a 0 that 
the Presidential year is not a good one for 
business. 

Of course it is possible, even probable, 
there will be a partial reaction from this un- 
usual activity. If that be due to the bigger 
crops of last year and the extraordinary for- 
eign demand for our cereals, the smaller 
crops and the smaller foreign demand of this 
year will tell later in a diminution of manu- 
facturing and mercantile trade, But this will 
be only comparative. The crops of this year 
are fair in volume, except that there is some 
deficiency in corn, and the indications are that 
foreign buyers will want about all the food 
stuffs we may have tospare. Hence there is 
no reason to apprehend any serious results 
from a lessening of the excitement recently 
observed among those who are catering to the 
supply of interior merchants.

WHY TBE SOUTH WANTS 
MONEY. 


Whenever Republicans call attention to that 
plank in the Democratic platform which de- 
mands the repeal of the tax of 10 per cent on 
the notes of State banks, the Kastern Demo-

Another reason why the 
South favored the State bank shinplasters 
was because it was able to make a pretty 
penny out of them by circulat‘ng the trash in 
the North. For years Southern sharpers 
started banks in Southern cities, towns, and 
villages, ‘ issued their wildcat and reddog 
notes, and peddled them out to Southern 
merchants who owed debts at the North and 
loaned them to Northern speculators. The 
creditors who took the cats and dogs 
were afraid of it and scattered it as fast as 
possible at a discount, and the stuff went 
drifting from hand to hand at greater dis- 
counts until finally the State sovereignty in- 
stitutions busted and the notes sank to zero. 
The war put anend to that great Southern 
shinplaster industry, but the chivalric gentle- 
men of that section are anxious to renew it. 

When the Democratic Chicago convention 
met the Platform committeemen from the 
sixteen Southern States made, it is under- 
stood, a unanimous demand in the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions that positive ground 
should be taker against continuing this 10

methods of wildcatting impossible. The 
Northern members yielded to them.

SHORT SELLING OF <WHEAT. 

Some men in Minneapolis are again stirring 
up the anti-option business, apparently 
with intent to prepare the public mind for 
another attempt in Washington to pass the 
bill ‘recently introduced by Senator Wash- 
burn. One of the papers published in that 
city quotes from a statement made by an at- 
torney (for the Grain Growers’ Association) 
that the practice of selling wheat not in ex- 
istence in the market in Chicago by vast vol- 
ume of one hundred fold in excess of the 
actual wheat is a vice which has been permit- 
ted to grow so powerful that it overthrows 
God's law of supply and demand. Un- 
til that gambling is destroyed there never 
will or can be a value placed on wheat other 
than a gambling value.“ 

Probably the individuals who make such 
statements and indorse them are not aware 
that a very large part of the short selling“ 
referred to is done on orders by men who buy 
from members of the association of which the 
gentleman quoted is the paid attorney. Yet 
it is well known to be a rule with most if not 
all buyers of grain from the farmer to sell 
an equal quantity on the Chicago market as 
near to the time of purchase as possible, the 
object being to get rid of the responsibility for 
loss that might otherwise be incurred by de- 
clines in the price while they hold the prop- 
erty. A report recently submitted to the 
stockholders in the English company which 
controls a great number of country elevaters 
in the Northwest referred to this as the 
invariable rule, to be followed each 
day, and: spoke of it as an _ efficient 
insurance against loss. Certain promi- 
nent millers in Minneapolis are known 
to have done the same thing for years, and 
made money by it, while the great losses in- 
curred by them one season were due to their tak- 
ing the contrary tack and buying ahead under 
a mistaken view of the foreign market for the 
then near future. The wheat that is held in 
store in this city, as well as that in numerous 


elevators outside, is all sold against on the 


Chicago market, and if the opportunity for 
this protective action did not exist the men 
who buy from the farmer would be obliged to 
exact a wider margin than they do now, hav- 
ing to meet a far greater risk of loss on the 
operation. The selling is done through mpm- 
bers of the Chicago board, and when it is re- 
ported that so and so is selling” the conclu- 
sion is at once reached by the wiseacres out- 
side that such selling is nothing more or less 
than agamble. Of course there is some sell- 
ing done by and for men who are nothing but 
speculators, but the nub of the whole thing is 
to be found in the action of men who sell

A member of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change gives a pertinent explanation of the 
way in which the trading in futures helps the 
export movernent of the material. An ex- 
porter in New York has a line of cotton of- 
fered him from some point in the South. He 
buys it, and immediately sells contracts for 
future delivery of the same number of bales. 
Thus the profit on the transaction is practi- 
cally fixed, and it is immaterial to him 
whether the market adwances or declines. As 
he disposes of the cotton to the spinner in 
Europe he covers his sale of future contracts 
here, buying from some party a contract ex- 
actly similar to the first, except as to price. 
Inasmuch as the exporter runs no risk of loss in 
this transaction he is willing to do the business 
for an exceedingly mall amount of profit, and 
hundreds of thousands of bales of cotton are 
bought each year in the South, shipped to Eu- 
rope, and sold there at a profit of 25 to 50 
The planter or storekeeper in 
the Southern States is thus enabled to sell at 
his own door his cotton at a price within 25 to 
50 cents per bale of that at which it sells in 
Europe after allowing for. transportation 
charges. The sale of future contract here re- 
ferred to is in no sense speculative, except as 
so defined by the Hatch bill, which would 
forbid it as ashort sale made without intent 
to deliver the property to the purchaser. But 
in the absence of facilities for making such 
sale the exporter of the olden time used to 
charge $2 to $3 per bale to cover the risk 
of fluctuations in the market while the prop- 
erty was in his possession, and he would 
now have to charge more than 50 cents if 
debarred from the privilege of making or ef. 
fecting insurance against loss by the fluctua- 
tions of the market during the time he is re- 
sponsible for the price changes that may oc- 
cur.

WILLIAM M. SPRINGER CALLED DOWN. 


Secretary North of- the Wool Manufactur- 
ers’ Association Reads Him a Lesson. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 5.—[Evening Journal 
Special.|—An open letter addressed to the 
Hon. William M. Springer was received by the 
Illinois State Journal today from S. N. D. 
North of Boston, Mass., Secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Wool Manufacturers, 
and will be published tomorrow morning. 
The letter has reference to the pehdmg con- 
troversy between Congressman Springer and 
Justice, Bateman & Co, of Philadelphia, and 
Mr. North requests its publication in the Jour- 
nal for the purpose of showing that Mr. 
Springer, in quoting Secretary North as au- 
thority against Justice, Bateman & Co., has 
made false use of information furnished to 
him by Mr. North, and further for the purpose 
of making public the fact that Congressman 


Springer’s attention has previously been called 


to this fact. The letter reads as follows: 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 3, 1892.—The Hon. William 

M. Springer, Springfield, III. — Dear Sir: The 
newspapers indicate that you are repeating on 
the stump the statement first madein your ways 
and means report on the Free Wool bill last win- 
ter, to the effect that the duty on wool adds not h- 
ing to the price of domestic wool, and is therefore 
of no benefit to the American wool grower. Your 
authority for this statement when originally 
made was atable furnished by me and compiled 
to show the fact that fluctuations in the prices of 
wools, in both foreign and domestic markets, are 
generally nearly simultaneous in time, corre- 
sponding in amount, and due to causes which in- 
fluence all markets alike. In repeating your 
statement you refer to the same table and give 
no other authority. You never requested of me 
any data showing the relative value in the mar 
ket of the samé quality of wool in the United 
States and Europe, and I never furnished you 
with any such data. I have once before informed 
you that your deduction from the table I did 


.furnish is a blunder. You have endeavored to 


prove from it something which the table was not 
constructed to show, and could not possibly show 
with the data it contained, and which was con- 
trary to the well-known facts as established by 
experience. In repeating the statement, know- 
ing it to be a blunder, you subject yourself to the 
suspicion of an intent to deceive. 1 am, there- 
fore, compelled to address you in this public 
manner in order to suggest a method by which 
you can quickly and definitely determine what 
the truth really is, to the satisfaction of all per- 
sons who are interested in knowing the truth. 

By reason of the tariff on wool the American 
wool product sells in the Boston market ata price 
from 3 to W cents per pound higher than similar 
qualities of Australian wool bring in the London 
market, the price in both cases being calculated 
upon tho market value of a scoured pound of 
wool. This fact is so well known to wool dealers 
and wool manufacturers that I am unable to ac- 
count for your persistent iteration of a contrary 
statement, except in the manner above suggested. 
I therefore invite you to address letters of inquiry 
to a number of wool dealers, familiar with Aus- 
tralian and domestic wools, asking each of them 
to inform you of the facts. If you are not familiar 
with their addresses I will be glad to furnish you 
a list of ‘all the prominent wool dealers of the 
country, Democrats and Republicans, all of whom 
will tell you, upon inquiry. that the market price 
of domestic wool is higher, shrinkage and general 
condition considered, by nearly or quite the 
amount of the duty, than the London prices of 
corresponding Australian wools, There can be 
no issue either of veracity or opinion on such a 


| question ; it is a question of fact within the daily

LUTHERANS ARE IN LINE. 


They Have Discovered Democratic Du- 
plicity on the School Question. 

Chicago Mail: Democratic hove in Llinois has 
been pinned to the disaffection said to exist 
among the German Lutherans. The resolution 
adopted by them expressing lack of confidence in 
the sincerity of the Kepublican party and its 
platform on the school question furnished a 
foundation for the belief that the reversal of 
political results in Wisconsin would be repeated 
in Illinois. Democrats have used that action for 
all it was worth, but it seems to have played out. 
Reports received by the Republican county and 
‘State managers show continued gains in favor of 
the Republicans among the Lutherans. From 
the reports the leaders feel sanguine of a major- 
ity of 30,000 for Fifer outside of Cook County. 

The crowning act towards bringing the Luther- 
ans back into line is an affidavit by Senator Philip 
Knopf of the Ninth Distritt, which shows con- 
clusively the insincerity of the Democrats, who 
preferred to keep the school question as an issue 
in politics to legislating honestly for the good of 
the people. Mr. Knopf swears that the second 
day before the final adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture he met J. A. Smith, a member of the House 
from the Eighteenth District, who had been ap- 
pointed Chairman of the House committee to 
confer with the Senate committee to arrange an 
agreement on the school question, near the 
Palace Hotel in Springfield. Knopf asked Smith 
why he was not attending a session of the House. 
Smith said Speaker Clayton E. Crafts had given 
him instructions as a Democrat to stay away and 
prevent asettlement of the school question, as the 
Democrats wanted to preserve the issue in 
politics. 

This proof of the double-dealing of Democrats 
will have a telling effect on the few Lutherans 
who have not already discovered that they were 
following a delusion in Democratic pretenses. So 
favorable are the reports received at county 
headquarters that Republicans expect no less than 
5,000 majority from the country, and possibly 10,- 
000 in the entire county. This makes Republican 
leaders figure on a majority of 40,000 in the State.

World’s Fair Diplomas aud Medals Will 
Be Designed by the New- Yorkers. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Oct. 5. —[Special.]— 
A conference was held at the Treasury De- 
partment today between Meesrs. Thacher and 
Britton, members of the Awards committee 
of the Columbian Exposition, Assistant Secre- 
tary Nettleton, and Director Leech of the 
United States Mint, and Chief Meredith of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, on the 
subject of bronze medals and diplomas for 
exhibiters at the World’s Fair. It was decided 
to abandon all thoughts of competition for 
the designs, either for medals or diplomas, 
but award them instead to a leading sculptor 
and artist respectively. Accordingly Sculptor 
St. Gaudens will be invited to prepare de- 
signs and models in plaster for the bronze 
medals and William Lowe of the Academy 
of Design at New York to make an artistic de- 
sign for the diplomas. Then the Secretary of 

ury will decide between the designs 
of Mr. Lowe and the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing design already submitted for his 
inspection. 

So far as the bronze medals are concerned 
there will be upon them merely a head of 
Columbus md the dates 1492 and 1892, with- 
out any lettering or other inscription. As to 
the size of these medals, it is a question 
whether they shall be three or four inches in 
diameter, and Mr. Thacher will visit the 
Philadelphia Mint in a day or two to consult 
with the officials there as to the most suit- 
able size. What will constitute the text 
of the diploma is yet to be determined, 
but it is the desire of the Awards com- 
mittee to make it as explicit as possible. 
Members of the Awards committee in the 
meantime will prosecute inquiries as to jury- 
men and judges for the Exposition. Their 
idea is to correspond with experts at home 
and abroad and ascertain whether or not they 
will serve for a compensation or gratuitously, 
with a view to ascertaining just what sum 
they will require.

PARNELLITES DENOUNCE MORLEY. 


Presence of Balliffs at Evictions Declared 
an Evidence of Hostility. 
: [SPECTAL CABLE. ] 

Lonpox, Oct. 5.— The Parnellites are loud 
in their denunciations of the government for 
allowing a strong force of the new police to 
be used as an escort to a posse of bailiffs who 
evicted a number of defaulting tenants on an 
estate near Abbeyfeale today. There was a 
report early in the day that the police had 
used their batons freely upon the untortunate 
evictees. This roused the Parnellites 
to a high degree of indignation, and 
gave them an opportunity to denounce 
the Morley régime as being equal to that 
of Balfour in brutality. But later accounts of 
the affair show that the first reports were 
greatly overdrawn. The evictions were car- 
ried out with a minimum of police activity, 
though it is true that a large number of con- 
stables were on hand to render such aid to the 
bailiffs as should be required. The Parnell- 
ites say that even the presence of such a for- 
midable body of \officers is enough to indicate 
that Moriey is fully committed to the policy 
of supporting the landlords in their op- 
pressive treatment of tenants, and they 
declare that it is time for the Irish people to 
show their teeth and make an effective 


tion by the Liberal Government. ‘There was 
a large and important meeting of the National 
Federation today.

HAMBURG SENATE’S STATEMENT. 


Denies Clean Bills Were Issued After Chol- 
era Was Known to Be Epidemic. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Hamsvure, Oct. 5.—Today the Hamburg 
Senate has made a formal reply to Vice-Con- 
sul Burke’s assertions that clean bills of health 
were issued after the known outbreak of chol- 
era. The Senate says the bills were issued at 
the request of the shipping: offices and by the 
Senates orders and signed by the Sen- 
ate. The tenor of the bills was that 
in the town, harbor, and suburbs of 
Hamburg there existed no epidemic disease 
which thecrew or cargo of any vessel could 
spread. Seventeen to eighteen hundred such 


the foreign Consuls as a basis for special bills 
of health. After recapitulating the specific 
charges relating to the Moravia and Norman- 
nia, the Senate’s statement continues as re- 
gards the Moravia: 

The Official Register bill of the character be- 
fore mentioned was written out on Ang. 16, at a 
time when there was-no suspicion that cholera 
existed in Hamburg. According to late reports it 
transpires that experts discovered the true char- 
acter of the disease only on Aug. 22. 
After inquiries on the two following days 
the experts arrived at the conclusion the 
disease was likely to assume epidemic character. 
At a meeting of the Senate Aug. 24 orders were 
issued that no more bills should be ‘issued, and 
the orders were strictly carried out. The bills 
made out on the 24th, but which had not been 
fetched by the shipping officers, were canceled, 
and thereafter no bills were issued. The state- 
ment that on the 2th a bill for the Normannia 
was issued is an error. The Normannia’s bill. 
dated the 24th. was handed to the American 
Packet company before the order to cease issuing 
bills was in force. The register of bills clearly 
proves this. 

The register has been submitted to Consul 
Burke, who no doubt will report thereon in 
due course. 

The official figures place the number of new 
cases of cholera here yesterday at thirty and 
the deaths at eleven. Compared with Mon- 
day’s official figures there was a decrease of 
thirteen cases yesterday and an increase of 
three deaths. In Altona yesterday six new 
cases and four deaths were reported against 
three new cases and six deaths Monday. 

Havre, Oct. 5.—There were reported here 
yesterday one new case of cholera and one 
death. This is a decrease of two cases and 
four deaths compared with Monday’s returns. 


BETTER TIME IN THE OFFICERS’ RACE. 


Austrians Still in the Lead—Prince Leopold 
Rewarded with Promotion. 

Vienna, Oct. 5.—Capt. Tepherlaski, one of 
the German riders in the long distance race, 
who arrived at Florisdorf at 8:20 o’clock last 
evening, covered the distance from Berlin in 
83 hours and 23 minutes—1 hour and 52 min- 
utes better than Prince Leopold, the 
first German officer to arrive. Lieut. 
Hy!l, who arrived a few seconds behind 
Prince Leopold, occupied 1 hour and 10 min- 
utes less time than did the Prince. The rec. 
ords of the German officers who started from 
Berlin the second day are far superior to those 
of the first day. 

This evening the Austrian officers hold the 
Hirst twelve best records. The German rider, 
Capt. 5 holds the thirteeth place. 
Prince opold is sixteenth. Thirty Aus- 
trians have reached Berlin, while only ten 
Germans have arrived at Florisdorf. The 
horses of five of the German riders died on 
the way. None of the Austrian horses died. 

Count Koenigsmark, who started from Ber- 
lin with the third batch of riders, has a good 
chance of beating the records of Count Stark- 
emberg.and Lieut. Miklos, as he has reached 
Iglau. Count Koenigsmark arrived at Iglau 
at 2 p. m., and he may be here in the morn- 
ing. The leading German of the second group 
is Lieut. Von Kummir, who reached Floris- 
dorf at 7:34 p. m., his time from Berlin being 
85 hours 14 minutes. He has the third best 
German record and stands fifteenth on the 
total list of arrivals here. 

Bert, Oct. 5.—Count Starhemberg, an 
Austrian rider, arrived at the goal in the Tem- 
pelhof field at 7 o’clock thig morning, having 
ridden from the Austrian starting. point in 
71 hours and 34 minutes, which is three 
hours better than the time made by Lieut. 
Miklos, the first Austrian to finish. Lieut, 
Holfer was the third Austrian to arrive this 
morning. He consumed eight minutes more 
than Lieut. Miklos in covering 
tance. Some of the Germans who 
started the second day of the race have made 
better time than those who started 
the first day, beating the latter’s record by 
five hours. Up to 9 o’clock this morning nine 
Germans had arrived at Florisdorf. Their 
time ranged from eighty-four to ninety-three 
hours. All of the first arrivals were mounted 
on smali Hungarian horses. Their horses 
thoroughly repudiate the reputation of the 
Hungarian breed for extraordinary stamina 
and hardiness. During the morning and aft- 
ernoon the Austrian riders arrived in quick 
succession. All were in first-class condition. 
The vicinity of the Custom House in the Tem- 
pelhof Field was crowded all day with officers 
and civilians and each arrival was heartily 
cheered.

DOES THE MAFIA SOCIETY EXIST? 
Investigation of the Martino Murder 

| Brings Up the Question. 

Antonio Mersineo of No. 46 West Ohio 
street was held to the Criminal Court by a 
Coroner’s jury yesterday afternoon charged 
with the murder of Cologero Di Martino, who 
was killed Sunday last in an Italian saloon on 
Tilden avenue. 

Officer Sullivan, who had charge of the 
patrol-wagon that took Martino to the County 
Hospital, testified that the latter told him that 
Mersineo did the shooting. Martino was per- 
fectly conscious at the time that he made this 
statement. 

A number of the Italians who res resent 
during: the trouble were examined b 8. 
Coroner Clements — all admitted that 
were fired, but all denied seeing a re- 


shot fired. 

Lieut. John Wheeler of the laines 
Street Station believes Martino was killed in 
compliance with the order of a branch of the 
Mafia society, which he has reason to believe 
exiats in this city. A well-to-do Italian barber 
notified him of the existence of the society, 
and an Italian grocer at No. 87 Tilden avenue 
swore that he knew of its existence here. 

„All parties to the affair, said Lieut. 
Wheeler, even the wife of the ‘murdered 
man, deny that they belong to the Mafia, but 
from their expressed fear of consequences in 
the event of their telling anything, and from 
other information I, have, I am sure such an 
organization exists. and that they are mem- 
bers of it. 

Inspector Lewis does not believe in the 
story and says he has not the slightest reason 
to suspect the existence of the Mafia in Chi- 
cago... | 

Editer Oscar Durante of Ji Italia was seen 
in reference to the statements that the Mafia 
society, was connected with the killing of 
Martino. Durante said: 

„This is all sheer nonsense, stupidity, imbe- 
eility. Every time a drunken row among Ital- 
ians occurs the people and the press cry ‘Mafia.’ 
There is no such organization and never was. 
I have sent reporters to the quarter and found 
the killing of Martino wasdone in a drunken 
row which would have attracted no attention 
had it éccurred among Americans. We Italians 
are getting very tired of this continued talk 
of the Mafia. Here in this city in one of the 
leading theaters is permitted a play in which 
& popular comedian nightly intimates that 


leader of the Mafia, I shall, roast the theater 
that permits such a play in my paper next 
Saturday. I repeat there is not now and 
never was such an organization as the Mafia 
either here or in Italy.

EXHIBIT OF NEBRASKA'S AGRICULTURE. 


Splendid Display Sent Out by the State 
Business-Men’s Association. 

Probably one of the most novel exhibits 
that were ever shown came into Chicago last 
night and will be transferred to the Wabash 
system this morning. It was an exhibit from 
the agricuitural districts of Nebraska sent out 
by the State Business-Men’s Association, and 
under the supervision of the Advisory Board 
of that organization. The train consists of 
two passenger coaches, one baggage bar, and 
one Pullman sleeper. The exterior decora- 
tions of the baggage car and the two passen- 
ger coaches make a perfect grain palace out 
of the tram. The forward end of the baggage 
car contains a map of the State 8x14 feet. with 
the different lines of railroad drawn thereon. 
The other end of the baggage car contains 
statistics of the State, and it shows that Ne- 
braska’s banks alone have $53,000,000 on de- 
posit, with a population of 1,058,000 people, 
which gives $49.75 for every man, woman, and 
child in the State. The first car back of the 
baggage car represents a perfect corn palace 
being decorated with the different colored 


corn; the second represents a grain palace, 
being decorated with the different grains and 


grasses of the State. 


The interior of the car contains a plend id

display of the products of Nebraska. 
description of grain, vegetable, and fruit that 
can be raised 
represented. Fifty different varieties of small 
grain are displayed. Wheatis exhibited that 
averages forty-two to sixty-two bushels per 
acre; ears of corns from twelve to fourteen 
inches long are in abundance. Melons are 
there weighing as heavy as sixty pounds. Mr. 
R. F. Hodgin; General Secretary of the State 
Association and manager of the exhibition 
train, states that Eestern seed growers have 
contracted with Nebraska parties to raise 
watermelons for seed only. 

Surely Nebraska is a great State, and what 
has made it so more than any other factor has 
been the energy and enterprise of the great 
railroad systems penetrating State. The 
Burlington route, for instance, twelve years 
ago purchased the old Burlington and Mis- 
souri River Railroad in Nebraska which con- 
sisted at the time of 836 miles of road, and 


since that time it has constantly pushed its 


lines until now the South Platte district is 
literally gridironed with the tracks of that 
company. This has enabied the Nebraska 
farmer to utilize the vast acreage of farin 
lands and the consequence has been that

There is nothing speculative about this 
train, sending it out as an exhibit to the East- 
ern people being an idea of the Nebraska 
State Business-Men’s Association to show the 
farmers of the East what has been done dur- 
ing the present year by the Nebraska people. 
A similar train was sent out last year and met 
with such success and achieved such great 
results that it was decided to duplicate it for 
the present season, e 

The train left Omaha on the Burlington 
route Sept. 26 and spent two days at the 
Illinois State Fair at Peoria and the balance 
of the time on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy lines between Peoria and Chicago. 
Early this moroing it leaves over the Wabash 
railway, stopping first at North Manchester, 
Ind., and going from there as far as Milan, 
Mich.. from there south to Toledo, O., and re- 
turning to Chicago by the way of Peru in time 
for the opening exercises of the World's Fair 
buildings, after which it will show through 
Illinois, making only about a thirty-day trip. 
Col. W. M. Shaw of the Burlington route is 
with the train and is full of enthusiasm and 
talk about the great Western empire. 


THE TARIFF ON BITUMINOUS COAL. 


A Decision That the McKinley Act Did 
Not Repeal a Right of Drawback. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 30.—Judge Ross 
of the United States District Court has de- 
cided that the McKinley act did not repeal the 
act of 1883 granting the right of a drawback 
of 75 cents per ton on imported bituminous 
coal which is afterwards used for fuel on 
American steam vessels engaged in the coast- 
ing trade. This decision was given in the case 
of Allen vs. The United States. Allen im- 
ported bituminous coal from Nanimo, B. C., 
and afterwards sold it for fuel to the steamer 
Humboldt, engaged in the coasting trade. 
Allen applied to the Collector of the Port for 
the drawback, but it was refused and he 
brought suit. The decision will result in the 
payment of $200,000 to coal dealers in this city 
who since the passage of the McKinley bil! 
have been deprived of the drawback on all 
coal sold to American steatnships.

ARE OF MANY MINDS. 


WESTERN RAILROAD MANAGERS UN- 
ABLE TO FORM A POOL. 


Serious Obstacles Encountered at Yester- 
_ day’s Meeting—The Question of Com- 
petitive Territory a Hard Problem to 
Solve—World’s Fair Rates Discussed by 
Eastern General Passenger Agents—The 
Baltimore and Ohio Wins a Victory 
Over the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad. 


The proposed establishment of a tonnage 
pool by the managers of the Western railroads 
is meeting with considerable opposition and a 
successful consummation of the agreement is 
yet far from realization, All the roads are 
agreed that a tonnage pool is the only means 
by which the maintenance of rates can be 
secured after the dissolution of the existing 
association, but the difficulty is to come to an 
agreement as to what should be considered 
competitive territory. The Vice-Presidents 
and General Managers of the various roads 
in the Western Freight Association spent all 
yesterday in discussing the above question 
without making any headway whatever. The 
fact is that the territory to be covered by the 
proposed pool is so large and is covered by so 
many lines of road, that it is hard to tell what 
points are competitive and what points should 
be considered local. But even if this problem 
should be solved, another obstacle will be en- 
counterd, and that is the question of per- 
centages to be allotted to the different lines, 
To give each road the proportion of traffic it 
considers itself entitled to would require a 
division of 200 per cent of the traffic, while, 
unfortunately, 100 per cent only can be 
divided. 

Although the vote of the various roads 
represented at the meeting was unanimously 
in favor of forming à tonnage pool in the 
territory covered by the Western Freight and 
Trans-Missouri Associations, it is feared that 
a few of the roads are not in favor of joining 
a new organization at this time and that they 
mean to throttle any attempt made in that 
direction. It is believed to be the desire of 
these roads to open up a war in rates and 
prosecute it with such energy as to force some 
of the weak lines, which new ask a far greater 
proportion of the traffic than they are really 
entitled to, to come to time and accept what- 
ever share the strong lines are willing to let 
them have. 

The committee of Vice-Presidents and Gen- 
eral Managers, after wrangling over the ques- 
tion of what territory and points shoes be 
considered competitive, agreed to adjourn 
until Friday, when the linesin the Trans- 
Missouri Association will be here to consider 
the advisability of electing J. N. Faithorn 
Chairman of the association, and a joint 
session can then be held to consider the 
feasivility of forming a tonnage pool to cover 
the territory of both associations. 


WORLD’S FAIR RAILROAD TICKETS, 


Eastern Agents Divided on the Question of 
Single or Round-Trip Issues. 


New Yorx, Oct. 5.—The question of the 
price of World's Fair tickets has only been 
considered in an informal way by the trunk 
line passenger agents who have recently been 
considering the subject during sessions in this 
city. The subject will be taken up by the Ex- 
ecutive committee of the Trunk Line Associa- 
tion et a special meeting to be called as soon 
as practicabie. | 

The first point to be decided is the charac- 
ter of the tickets to be issued, whether they 
shall be round trip or for one way only. The 
Eric and Pennsylvania are earnest advocates 
for a one way ticket at reduced rates, while 
the Vanderbilt lines are just as determined in 
their desire for the round trip.

people to come to New York or other places in 
the East.

JUDGMENT FOR HOCKING VALLEY. 


Defendants Favored in the $8,000,000 Suit 
Brought by Congressman Belden. 

New Yorkx, Oct. 5.—In the suit of Congress- 
man James Belden against ex-Judge Steven- 
son Burke and others and the Columbus, To- 
ledo and Hocking Valley railroad, which in- 
volved about $8,000,000, Justice Ingraham 
handed down a decision this morning giving 
judgment for the defendants. The court decides 
that the agreement by which the $8,000,000 
was to beapplicd for double tracking and pur- 
chase of other properties had been abrogated by 
resolution of the directors.

Victory for the Baltimore and Ohio. 

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 5.— The Ohio Supreme 
Court yesterday took action in the case be- 
tween the Baltimore and Ohio and the Ohio 
and Mississippi, in which the legality of the 
last election of directors of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi is at issue, which, while not passing 
on the merite of the case, gives the Baltim ore 
and Ohio party a decided practical advantage. 
The Ohio and Mississippi asked for stay of 
execution oh the judgment against them in 
the lower court and for the advancement of 
the hearing. The advancement was granted 
but stay of execution was denied. This leaves 
the Baltimore and Ohio party in possession 
of the directors whose places are questioned 
until after the coming election of directors 
set for next week, when the board will stand 
seven for the Baltimore and -Ohio interest 
and six for the Ohio and Mississippi. 


Lively Competition at Sioux City. 

Sioux Ciry, Ia., Oct. 5.—[Special. |—Two 
months ago Sioux City people established a 
line of steamboats on the Missouri River be- 
tween this city and South Dakota points, and 
the result was the making of rates about half 
what rail rates were. All the grain and mer- 
cantile trade for a number of miles each side 
of the river went to the boats. Within the 
last two weeks two large steamboats have 
gone into the trade from Bismarck, coming 
off the upper river, and are making rates that 
threaten to drive the Sioux City boats off the 
river. Steamboat men say they are losing 
money on every trip, and charge they are in- 
demnified by the railroads to drive Sioux City 
boats off the river.

THEY FOUGHT SAVAGELY IN MIDAIR. 


Combat Between Two Painters on a Seaf- 
folding Swinging from a Niagara Bridge. 

Nraqara FaLLs, N. V., Oct. 8.-—Two paint- 
ers engaged in repairing the cables and guy 
ropes of the cantalever bridge across Niagara 
River yesterday had swung a slender scaffold 
200 feet above the stream on which to do their 
work. They were both Canadians, one from 
Montreal, named Joseph Greavea, and 
other named William Gamel. Atdusk they 
engaged in a terrific hand-to-hand struggle, 
in which Greaves, nearly lost his life. Who 
started the quarrel no one knows, but Gamel 
lost his temper, grasped a hatchet, 
and threatened to brain his companion. 
Greaves grasped his wrist, but Gamel was 
the stronger, and pressed him to the edge of 
the scaffold, threatening to hurl him into the 
river. To save himself from ‘fal Greaves 
loosed his hold on Gamel’s wrist and grasped 
at a rope. Three quick, sharp blows were 
rained upon him by the enraged assailant, 
Two feli on his back and one split open his 
scalp back of the left ear. He staggered, lost 
his hold and fell, but was caught between two 
guy ropes, where he lay, out of the reach of 
the other, With the blood streaming from 
his cuts Greaves climbed hand over hand u 
the cables to the bridge floor. Gamel fol- 
lowed. Here other workmen interfered. The 
wounded man was borne to the Canadian 
shore, where surgeons were summonad and 
dressed his wounds, It is doubtful whether 
he can survive. Gamel escaped while Greaves 
was being attended to. .

Mutual Fuel Gas Company Issues More 
Stock—Leading Speculative Markets at 
Chieago Irregular in Action — Grain 
Shows a Slight Loss and Provisions a 
Gain for the Day—Trading Largely Lo- 
cal in Character—More Complaints of 
Drought in Missouri and Indiana. 


A further break in Calumet Dock was one of 
the features in yesterday's stock market. The 
stock sold down on a rather active market to 67 
for the account. The decline was helped on by 
the room traders, and the indications are that 
they were gunning for the stock of some holders 


who have grown tired. Itis getting about time 


for the periodical issue of bull news and an up- 
turnin this stock. Possibly the manipulators 
have not acquired all they care for yet, and it 
might, of course, be forced considerably lower, 
but the present movement looks exactly like a 
repetition of many former movements which have 


resulted in a depression anda shaking out of 


holders who were-not on the inside, and then a

Streets Stable Car stock continues to be the 
most active security on the list. The stock ad- 
vanced in uring and declined in the after- 
noon, with the net result. showing a fractional 
loss. The brewery stocks continued firm, but 
there was no special activity. A sale of Alley Ele- 
vated bonds was made at 95, which was a drop of 
two points from the last sale and indicates the 
manner in which holders of these bonds regard 
the vro issue of $3,000.000 additional first 
mortgage bonds before the line is completed to 
Jackson Park.
